WASHINGTON, April 26.—The change of the 
tobacco tax on the istof May and the prepara- 
tions for rebate on inbroken packages is oceupy- 
ing a@ great deal of attention, not only from the 
head of the Revenue Bureau here, but from per- 
sons all over the country. For how many manu- 
facturers and dealers do you supposethere are in 
the country? Four hundred thousand, nearly a 
half million, or nearly one to every one hundred 
persons, The change inthe laws inakes it neces- 
sary to send new stamps for every one of these 
dealers, and in many casesto other classes of 
internal ' revenue tax-payers, so that 
the other day fifteen tons of stamps were ship- 
ped by the Revenue Department for the use of 
these people. Every cross-road Store in the coun- 
try Keeps tobacco, and, of course, must pay its 
license tax for that purpose. Everybody in the 
cities has observed the frequency with which 
he encounters cigar stores and saloons, Weill, 
every one of these has to have its new license 
stalpps, and so it is pretty easy to see where the 
400,000 stamps goto. The act of Congress whéch 
reduced the tax has provided that dealers who 


have on hana unbroken packages of tobacco on 
May 1, on which the full tax of sixteen cents per 
pound has been paid, may obtain arebate of the 
amount paid in excess ol the tax under the law 
taking ellect on that date; hence there will be an 
oe outed activily in the tobacco shops on 

ay lL 

* What do you suppose this rebate will amount 
to?” I asked of an vilicial of the Liuternal Kevenue 
Bureau yesterday. 

“I don’t kuow,”* he answered; “it’s pretty hard 
toestimate. It will run up into the millions, of 
course.”’ 
“There will be an immense number of claims 
for rebate, will there not?’ 

“Yes, -I do not think, however, that half the 
dealers willputin any claim. You see therebate 
is only allowedin sums of $10 and upward, and 
only on unbroken packages. Well, most of the 
small dealers keep va band only about what they 
need to have ready to sell from at once, The re 
uirement that the claimfor rebate be not less- 
than $10 willshut out a great many, for the re 
bate to arnount to $10 must be on 125 pounds*‘of 
tobacco in unbroken packages or twenly boxes 
of cigars.” 

“When will this rebate be paid?” 
“That we cannot say. Congress directed its 
payment, but did not provide thefunds with which 
to pay it, hence we caunot do so untill the 
next Congress meets and does the work tlat the 
last one failed to perform.” ‘ 
“And meantime—?” 
‘Meantime we will goon receiving, examining 
and passing upou the claims and when the funds 
come on we will be all ready to send out the 
checks.” F

The Slick Scheme of the St. Louis Tobacco 
Manufacturers—Special Trains Chartered 
—A Quick Run to "Frisco—How the Rebate 
in Duty Will be Taken Advantage of. 


The tobacco trade in St. Louis is at present stir- 
red up to a pitch of excitement which it has never 
reached before. It is all over the rebate which 
goes into effect on next Tuesday, May 1. 
On that day the tobacco manufacturers will dis- 
tinguish themselves by making the 

LARGEST SHIPMENT OF GOODS 
out of St. Louis that ever took place in one day 
Arrangements are all complete. The factories 
have been working day and night. Special trains 


have been chartered on all the lines, and tobacco 
will go out as fast as can to ail 
wints, even as far as San Francisco. 
here will be more work done in St. Louis be- 
tween midnight and sunrise on Tuesday next 
than ever before, because every tobacco factory

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will be crowded with workmen from cellar to gar- 
ret, and every possible team will be calied into 
use to carry goods to the Union Depot as quick as 
they can be carried. Over . 2,000,000 pounds of 
tubacco, worth just $1,000,000, will be hurried out 
of the city as quick as drays and trains can take 
them. 

A visit to the manufactories of Liggett & Myers, 
J.G. Buuler & Co., Catlin, Drummona, Peper, 
and other places, this morniug show tobacco in 
cases piled to the ceiling on every floor and in 
every. available inch of space. Each case 
was marked, strap and ready for shipment. 
Tickets and biils of lading were ail made out, and 
all that is bemg waited for is the hew stamps, 
which are at present stored in Collector Hudson’s 
office, but which, under the law, cannot be issued 
tu the trade until midnight, Monday, when the Ist 


of May legally begins. This ts

| Everybody knows that Congress at its last sessiofi 


reduced the tax on tobacco from sixteen to eight 
cents per pound. Up to 1879 the tax was twenty- 
four cents per pound, but in that year a reduction 
of eight cents per pound was made, making the 
tux sixteen cents. At that time P. Lorillard & 
Co., the big manufacturers at Lrouton, N. J., stole 
« march on the trade, which opened dealers’ eyes. 
They kept out of a convention which was beia for 
fixing the price, matte their own reduction and 
delivered one-fourth of the g6ods ordered to the 
customers as early as March 24th. On May 1st, 
1879, when the new stamps Were issued, it was the 
rule that none should be given out before mid- 
night. It has always been charged, however,that 
Lorillard & Co. got their stamps at 3 or 4 o’clock 
on the preceding afternoon, Which enabled them 
to steal the maren previously alluded to. The 
firm ran a special fast tobacco train to Chicago, 
and created quite a furore, out of which they got 
a great deal of advertising. When this reduction 
was made a St. Louts firm succeeded iu arranging 
a coup d’etat,which laid the Lorillards in the shade. 
Whilethe bill was pending,tobacco manufacturers 
all over the East,were discussing the probable re- 
sult. The weneral agreement was that, if the 
tax were reduced eight cents per pound, that 
manufacturers could pot aflord to come down in 
price more than from three to five cents per 
pound, because leat tobacco Was xolnbg up, and 
lor several other reasons. The bill passea on 
Saturday, March 3d, last. Presideut Arthur real- 
iy signeau it early the following Sunday morning. 

By Monday night’s mail circulars went out 
from St. Louis, ali over the country, signed *Lig- 
yett & Myers,” and stating that on ana after May 
1 they would reduce the price of tobacco just 
eight cents per pound, the otal reduction given 
by Cungress.

A PALTERING POLICY. 

The Sedalia Democrat calls on the Post- 
DISPATCH to answer why party conventions 
are held. The Posr-DispatcH has nothing 
to do with the running arrangements of 
party conventions. But FLanaGry,of Texas, 
answered the question long ago, when he 
electrified the Republican convention at 
Chicago with the words: *“*‘What are we 
here for, if not to get the offices?’’ Under 
pardon we must say that we can make noth- 
ing else out of the Sedalia Democrat’s posi- 
tion. First it declared that it would oppose 
any action at all by the Democratic State 
Convention on Prohibition, and in case action 
were forced would prefer a platform de- 
nouncing Prohibition, but would cheerfully 
go with a majority in favor of Prehibition 
and support enthusiastically a Prohibition 
platformi and Prohibition ticket, with Rev. 
Dr. Brooks, who is nota lawyer, for Su- 
preme Judge. Now it says: 

We had innocently supposed that State con- 
ventiouws were held to determine the right and 
justice of all public questions; it Nad occurred to 
our feeble mind that delegates were sent up from 
the surrounding counties with the understanding 
that they were empowered to determine such 
controversies as now exist between the Sedalia 
Democrat and Plattsburg Lever. 

If the Democrat holds that State conven- 


tions meet to determine the right and justice 
of all public questions, and especially to de- 
termine such controversies as the one now 
raging between the Prohibitionists and the 
anti-Prohibitionists of the Democratic party, 
why does it so strenuously oppose any action 
atall by the convention on that very sub- 
ject? If, by its own confession, a Demo- 
cratic organ opposed to Prohibition can be 
converted into ared-hot organ of the ‘“‘tem- 
perance fanatics” by the authority of a 
Democratic convention, andif that authority 
is sufficiently infallible to make the organ 
enthusiastically support for Supreme 
Judge a party nominee who is by law ineligi- 
ble, why should the aforesaid organ depre- 
cate any reference of the question to that 
authority, and in the same breath insist that 
conventions meet only to exercise such 
authority? In resolving these self-contra- 
dictions together with the Democrat’s de- 
clared readiness to support any kind of can- 
didate and swear by any sort of platform, 
the only resulting product we find is FLANA- 
@in’s formula, pure and simple. It means 
that conventions meet for office only, and to 
do anything that will help the boys get into 
offices. If a majority of the Democrats of 
Missouri are opposed to Prohibition, and 
the future action of the party when in power 
is to be against that policy, it is the duty of 
the Democratic Convention to say so frankly 
and unequivocally. Any other course is 
cowardly, and taken with intent to deceive 
and to wield power by a fraud upon voters. 


PALAVER. 

If it were in the power of words to help 
Ireland there have been enough words spok- 
en and written by Irish patriots to raise that 
unhappy land to an eminence of supreme 
greatness. Never has there been a race of 
men more fluent, more copious, nay, even 
more eloquent than the Irish, and yet,though 
the world has heard windy declamations 
from that source in an unceasing flow since 
the beginning of the century, the world has 
the assurance of the orators themselves that 
words are useless. 

Nevertheless, in spite of repeated failures, 
the Irish-Americans who met in Philadel- 
phia yesterday to form a National League 
seem to have cherished the exploded delu- 
sion that there was virtue in the mere sound 
of voices uttering rhetorical nonsense and 
that the meaning of their meeting, if it had 
any meaning, would be more emphatic if 
veiled in a cloud of words. 

We expected them to give aclear, brief 
statement of their purposes and their plans. 
Instead of that we wade through a verbose, 
bombastic and stilted preamble which was 
doubtiess intended to be a crushing indict- 
ment of Great Britain, but which is a mere 
spread-eagle rhapsody. Merely as an exer- 
cise in rhetoric it might easily have been bet- 
ter; as a school-boy composition it could 
hardly be worse. When we finally come to 
the platform itself, we find—throwing out 
the trivialities about non-intercourse and the 
repetitions of the preamble—that the plat- 
form simply indores the Irish Land League 
as organized in Ireland. 

All this might have been said in five lines. 


The Irish Land League isa sensible body 


with a definite purpose, and an avowed 
method of obtaining that purpose. Last Oc- 
tober it defined its objects as follows: 1. 
National self-government. 2. Land law re- 
form. %. Local Self-government. 4. Exten- 
sion of the pafliamentary and municipal 
franchise. . 5, The development and en- 
courageméent of the labor and industrial 
resources of Ireland. 

This the Philadelphfa Convention might 
very properly have repeated, and it would 
undoubtedly have strengthened its position if 
it had doné so. But its committee could not 
resist the temptation to indulge in cheap 
bombast, andatatime when it was most 
important to explain to the world clearly 
what their purpose was they were so carried 
away by the torrent of their own eloquence 
that they forgot to put in the platform the 
only thing that made a platform. Yet 
we gather from their language that this 
which they omitted was all that they meant 
to say. 

‘'ne story is started that the managers of 
the Water-Gas Company, in asking the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly to amend their charter so 
that they may furnish gas for lighting as well 
as heating purposes, are simply trying to 
strengthen their franchise so that they may 
be able to sell out to the old St. Louis Gas 
Company ata round figure. “This story is 
doubtless circulated by the old monopolists 
fora purpose. They want to bring odium 
upon their competitors. As we said yester- 
day, the water-gas people make a mistake 
in asking for an elaboration of their char- 
ter. They possess now the privilege of lay- 
ing their pipes in the streets,and the cunning 
of the old eorporation cannot prevent this. 
When once they introduce their gas in a 
house for heating purposes they need give 
themselves no concern as to whether it is 
burned in a stove or ina chandelier. They 
have neatly circumvented the old monopo- 
lies and they have the sympathies 
of the public. They claim to be 
able. to make gas at $150 per thousand 
cubic feet with a fair profit. What more is 
needed? If the public conceives the idea 
that the water-gas scheme simply involves a 
sell-out, it will follow the example of 
“Mercutio” in proclaiming a plague on both 


houses.

Wr were surprised to note that the plat- 


form-makers.of the Irish-American Conven- 
tion borrowed an idea from the hated Saxon 
in calling America the “Greater Ireland,’ 
and as is customary with people who borrow 
ideas they spoiled itin usingit. There was 
someé sense in Dit Ke’s calling this country 
“Greater Britain,’”’ because, in the first place, 
there is such a thing as a “Great Britain,”’ 
and in the next place the origin and institu- 
tions and literature of the country are 
closely connected with those of Great 
Britain. But to talk of the United States as 
a “Greater Ireland” is merely to put words 
together without sense or meaning, a failing 
which is conspicuously prominent in lrish 
eloquence. 


THERE are a good many very shabby para- 
graphs about ex-President Hayes flying about. 
Some people ought to remember that ex-President 
Hayes was a gallant soldier, repeatedly wounded - 
inthe service, and on more than one occasion 
distinguished for personal bravery and useful 
leadership. Then the Republicans won the great 
honest money battie in Ohio with him for 
standard-bearer, and specie payments were re- 
sumed under his administration. A great many 
other things might be said, but it is not worth 
while.— Cincinnati Commercial Gazette.

More than fifteen years ago it had ceased to be fit 
for the purpose for which it was erected—a pri- 
vate residence—and it was turned Into a restaur- 
ant while waiting its transformation into its new 
shape. People sometimes complain that we 
“don’t build solidly enough nowadays,” bul, what 
is the use of spending monvy on solidity when the 
average age of a house in modern times is about 
a quarter ofacentury. There were some solidly 
built houses in St. Louis, but their solidity was 
superfiuous, To the same era as the 
Lucas mansion belonged the Benoist 
house. on Eighth and Pine; the house 
of Henry Chouteau,on the present site of the Four 
Courts; the Valle place, now occupied by the Ger- 
mania Club. A little older was Pierre Chouteau’s 
house, on Seventh and Market, long since swal- 
lowed up in other buildings, and a little younger 
were the Chouteau and Maffitt houses, on Sixth 
and Olive, but not one of them was used as a resi- 
dence for more than twenty-five years. In all 
other countries houses grow venerable with age; 
in this country they are cleared from the face of 
the earth as superfluous before they have time to 
get old. , 


IT WAS only a week ago that the Saturday Chat 
alluded to Mr. Adolph Bandelier as thé one who 
was Wanted to write the much-needed book on 
Mexico, and straight on the heels of our notice 
comes the report that Mr. Bandelier has been 
taken prisoner by the Apaches and carried 
off to the mountains. The wide-spread in- 


terest excited by the news shows how preéimin- 

ent was the position of Mr. Bandeller in the 
scientific world, and hig death would be looked on 
as little less thana national misfortune. There 
is, however, good reason to hope that, even 
though a prisoner, he is unharmed. At first his 
friends were inclined to doubt the news of his 

capture, but there seems to be no reason to dis- 

believe it, as he was probably in that part of the 
State of Sonora and he was notoriously insen- 
sibie to fear or danger. Buteven if captured he 

may be unharmed. He spoke several Indian 

languages, was well known.among the various 
Indian tribes, and had probabiy been admitted 
into fellowship’ with the savage families among 
whom he pursued his researches. He has often 
said thateven if he were taken prisoner by the 

Indians they would not hurt him, and it is very 
likely that he stands on a different footing with 
them from other white men. Whether he is safe 
among the Apaches Or not is another question, 
but bis many friends will continue to hope that he 
has many years of useful and happy life before him. 


In its notice of Mr. Scharff’s History of St. 
Lohis, the Spectator pays a well deserved tribute 
to the local learning and remarkable méntal 
achievements of Mr. Frederick L. Billon,Jwhose 
collection of notes and documents was so valuable 
to Mr. Scharff in the completion of his book. Mr. 
Billon is a notable Character in many ways. 
Aithough now in the eighty-third year of his age, 
he is more active and alert than many who might 
be his grandsons, and the quick swinging step 
which he Keeps up in his busy peregrinations 
would do credit to a carrier of an evening paper. 
Twenty-five years ago he had accumulated a com- 
fortable fortune, and had laid his plans for retire- 
ment from work to devote his old age to study 
and travel. But the failure of his brother-in-law, 
the banker John J. Anderson, swept away the 
savings of years, and he found himself reduced to 
poverty. A man of unbendiug willand undaunted 
courage, he adapted himself tw his altered 
circumstances, reduced the cost of living to a 
minimum, and has passed all of the time 
not needea for work and sleep in varied 
and useful study. His memory is marvel- 
ous in its range and accuracy. During his sixty- 
six years’ residence in St. Louis be has seen 
everything an has forgotten nothing, and he is 
a walking encyclopedia of local antiquarian 
information. As his mother died a few years ago, 
at the age of ninety-six, in the full possession of 
her faculties, Mr. Bilion has every reason to 
expect a long lease of life, and few share a better 
claim to it, 


ONE of the last surviving pioneers of St. Louis, 
probably the only man living in St. Louis whv 
was born here under the Spanish rule, is Mr. 
Gabriel S. Chouteau, the son of Col. Auguste 
Chouteau, who was the first white man to land 
here. The old gentleman, who is a «trifie older 
than the century, lives in a modest brick dwelling 
on South Sixth street, amid surroundings that 
have changed for the worst since he established 
himself there, but he pays little heed to bis neigh- 
bors now. He has been for years a sufferer from 
the gout, and has almost whdily lost his sight 
and hearing, and in fact nothing but his wonder 
fulendurance keeps him ailve. But in his youth 
he must have been a fue type of the pioneer. Ih 
his early days he was a fur-trader, and when As- 
tor ana Pierre Chouteau and Manuel Lisa were at 
the head of that industry he was one of the most 
intrepid and enduring of the adventurers who 
made their way across the forests and among the 
Indian tribes without a thought of fear. He 
jraded in the Yellowstone region half a century 
before Custer met his death there; he saw 
Pike’s Peak forty years before the gold 
fever made it famous, and sixty years ago he vis- 
ited the Fontaine qui bouilie, which still bubbles 
upon the garden oi the hotel at Manitou Springs. 
Later in life he inherited the paternal stone mill, 
which was fed by the Waters of Chouteau's pond 
and which stood where the Poplar street track 
now leaves the fork between the tunnel entrance 
and the Missouri Pacific freight depot. He is one 
of the few links which connect the present city 
with its foundation, and if there is any oider resi- 
dent of St. wouis than Mr. Chouteayg I do not 
know of him. 

I MADE complaint last week of what Mr. Wegg 
would call the “decline and fall-off’ of the male 
youth of St. Louis society. But any one who is so 
fortunate as to be present, as I was last night, at 
one of the musical rehearsals of the Mary Insti- 
tute will be convinced that this decline is limited 
exclusively to the male sex and that the supply of 
lovely women in smoky St. Leuis is well 
maintained. I doubt whether there is an- 
other establishment in the world which 
can stow so many young girls so attractive 
inevery way and so worthy of the affection which 
gathers around this admirable school. Its re- 
markable success is due not less to its social than 
to its educational advantages, and the high rates 
charged for tuition merely increase the applica- 
tions for admission. It could easily double its 
roll of scholare were It not for the pruaent conser- 
vatism which guides its management. As it is, it 
isthe nursery of the social aristocracy of St. 
Louis, and ts in itself a sufficient answer to any 
cavil about our lack of culture. It produces the 
highest type of a school girl, because it does not 


remove the girl from the influences of home and 


family, and because Its course of study is accom- 
panied by a judicious freedom which is the best 
safeguard of character in youth. Ido not like to 
flatter very young girls, but if the ladies of Sabin- 
um looked like those who graced the platform last 
night I donot wonder that the Roman Dudes, 
with Romulus at their head, paid them that his- 
torte visit which was celebrated in the society 
columns of the newspapers of the day. 


Ir is something of a curiosity to see a modest, 
nniAssuming man fn the circus business. Mr. W. 
W., Cole, the proprietor of the big caravan now 
exhibiting at Nineteenth and Pine, is that particu- 
lar rara avis. Most circus-owners are proud of 
their personality. They are always noisy and 
conspicuous. They want their pictures on the 
walls, on the admission tickets and on the sides 
oftheir wagons. They talk loud and profane 
much. Old Barnum would skin bis knee any time 
to get into a circus ring to exhibit himself. Mr. 
Cole looks like a smooth-faced divinity student 
who had apout made up his mind to go to school- 
teaching. He slides around in anindifferent way, 
and to the causal observer has far less interest mn 
the show than the second-rate clown. Buthe was 
raised in the show. business and his organization 
is thoroughly systematized. He controls it like 
clock-work. Asa result of strict attention to 
business Mr. Cole is worth a million dollars to- 
aay.

Pedestrians happening along Broadway between 
Bates street and Cass avenue are continually 
obliged to dodge around in the most fantastic 
movements imaginable when passing the stables 
of the Maxwell Bros. This firm evidently har- 
bors the thought that they alone are entitled to 
the use of the walk in front of their stables, for 
they run their horses up and down the same, to 
the great annoyance of the public and in bold de- 
fiance of thelaw. The manner in which this firm 
conduct their daily auction sales on the side- 
walk. thereby causing acrowd of hangers-on to 
blockade the way, is a nuisance which 
should have had the attention of the 
city authorities long ago. Whilst these

One Hundred and Thirty-Seven 
Cases Disposed of by Judge 
Van Wagoner.

Some of the Needed Amendments to the 
Criminal Law in this State. 


Next week the second term of the Criminal 
Court for the new year will be concluded, after 


‘| disposing of an immense amount of business. 


During Judge Van Wagoner’s occupance of the 
bench in this tribunal he has done more towards 
clearing the criminal docket than was formerly 
done in one year. fe has recently has 
the assistance of ex-Judge Jones, 


whois acting for Circuit Attorney Harris and 
who has done much toward expediting the court 
work. Since January 1st of the present year six- 
ty-four persons Were actually lodged in the Peni- 
tentiary. Seven of this number were convicted 
during the ten days preceding January Ist, whea 
Judge Van Wagouer took the bench at the re- 
quest of his predecessor. Since January Ist 
eighty-two persons have been con- 
victed or pleaded guilty; of these, fifty- 
seven received penitentiary sentences 
and twenty-four were either sentenced to the 
Work-house or Jail for a minor grade of the 
offense charged against them. Sixteen defena- 
ants were acquitted, twenty-four cases were nolle 
prossed, eight continued generally, and. seven 
uashed. Inthe murder cases two defendants, 
at. Lewis and Emmet Jones, were sentenced to 


| death, four to the Penitetitiary, and cases against 


two others were abated on account of the 
suicices of Johnny Parker and Patsy Early. 
John Payton was acquitted ofa charge of mur- 
der. This work Was disposed of in eighty days,iu 
which court convened for trials. Saturdays were 
taken up for arguing law questions. Since the 
first of the year the following persons were sent 
to the Penitentiary from the St. Louis Criminal 
Court: For grand iarceny, John W. Minor, Henry 
Bishop, Benjamin G. Beaumont, Charles Sand- 
ers, Martin Tiernay, Henry Pea- 
cock, Charles Browning, Charies.

WEAPONS AND CONDITIONS,

The option 
business is like the candle ame 
tothe moth. The speculator may burn his 
fingers badly, but there is such an irresistible 
attraction in the business that he will plunge 
in again and again, until finally he gets be- 
youd his depth.

A YANKEE ARDEN. 
The Sailor Who Remarried His Wife 
After She Had Become a Widow. 
From the New Haven Register. 

Harry Rockwell, who died in East Hamp- 
ton last Sunday, in the 88th yearof his age, 
had a singularly adventurous life, paralleling 
in some points the tale told by Tennyson ™ 
his poem of “Enech Arden.”” Mr. Kock well! 
was born at Warehouse Point. On the 19th 
of January, 1817, he married Esther Niles, 
whose sister was mother of Harmanus M. 
Welch, of this city. About two years after 
Mr. Rockwell’s marriage, one child having 
been born to him, he went to Savannah, 
Georgia, to work at carpentering. 
The following spring he returned to New 
York and there shipped on board a vessel 
bound on a whaling expedition to the South 
Sea or Falkland Islands. The crew mutinied 
on account of the captain’s brutal treatment, 
and Mr. Rockwell and some of his comrades 
deserted. After incredible sufferings they 
reached an English man-of-war, on which 
they shipped. ‘This ship was captured by a 
Spanish vessel and the crew were thrown 
into prison, where they endured severe pri- 
vations. On his release he enlisted in the 
American naval service, Where he remained 
a number of years. Later he entered tiie 
merchant marine service and made several 
voyages to China. 

During all this period no tidings of him 
had reached his family, who finaliy gave him 
up asdead. Aboutsix years after leaving 
home he came into the port of New York and 
learned that his wife had married again. 
Without letting her know that he was still 
alive he again resumed his sailor career and 
for ten more long years he followed the seas, 
visiting many lands, experiencing imany 
thrilling adventures and enduring untold 
physical and mental sufferings, In his ab- 
sence his only child had died. His wife had 
married George Evans, of Chatham, and 
three children were born to them. In 1831 
Mr. Evans died. Four years later Mr. Rock- 
well once more arrived home. He had been 
away sixieen years and was then thirty- 
nine years’ old. A singular cir- 
cumstance was connected = with his 
return. About a week before his wife's 
little girl Zelinda, five years old, awoke one 
morning and amused her mother and the 
family with the story of a dream she had had. 
She dreamed that her ‘“‘other papa” had come 
home, clad in sailor costume, except that he 
wore a peculiar vest made of a handsomely 
figured silk, such as she bad never seen be- 
fore. Onthe evening of July 4, 1835, Mr. 
Rockwell knocked at the door of his wife's 
house and asked for shelter from an ap- 

roaching thunder storm. ‘The widow asked 
him in and invited him to share their supper. 
He was still unrecognized, but the singular 
vest he wore attracted attention and brought 
to the remembrance of all Zelinda’s remark- 
able dream. 

With agitated voice the widow exclaimed: 
“You remind me of the man who was once 
my husband!’ “Don't you know me, Es- 
ther?’’ the long lost husband replied, as they 
embraced each other. Explanations follow- 
ed and five days later the couple were re- 
united in marriage. Three children’ were 
born to them. Mr. Rockwell once wrote a 
lengthy account of his life and his adven- 
tures, but the manuscript was lost. His 
widow is still alive, but is rapidly failing, 
and will probably not survive her husband 
many weeks.
